HISTORY. | 
INTERESTING LECTURE AT 
” ENGINEERS INSTITUTE.

| ‘The History.Of Gas. 

In his paper Mr. Hevey dealt in 
an interesting and comprehensive 
way with the dovelopment of gas 
as a commercial proposition. As 
far bark as 1739 the Rev. Dr. John, 
Clayton, .Dean of Kildare, began 
experimenting with what he called 
the spirit of "coal. Experimenting 
‘ontinued between 1739 and 1792. but 
there were no useful~and practical 
resultc, The birthplace of gas’ 
lighting was Redruth, in Cornwall, 
and the sole merit of. its invention 
and the ‘practical application of 
coal gas for the purpose of artificial 
ilumination was due to a, gentleman 
named William ‘Murdoch. In 1792 
he manufactured gas and lighted his 
house and offices with apparatus he 
had constructed. At the same time 
Monsieur Le-Bon. was making ex-, 
periments. with inflammable gases’ 
in France. It was an instance of
